Automatic Fire Alarm Con- 
trol Described in 
Plant 

SYSTEM FOOL PROOF 

Expensive Equipment 
Records und Relay^IaraiB 
Visitors Told 

Hie last word in fire alarm equip- 
ment and arrangement was demon- 
strated to ti» J Junior Section of the 
Montreal Board oil the EngUieering In- 
stitute >of Canada, when a visit was 
msde'.to the Mw.:iMaiWJ5^^ 
quarters on Pletpher's Field last night 
This buildtog, equipped with the most 
modem system of fire-alarm, and con- 
trol, cost ftpproxtaiately. $1,500,000, of 
which $850,000 was spent for éqiiipment 
alone., 

Along the wall of the control and 
transmission room which constitutes 
the major portion of the structure tb 
which all fire-alarms are relayed, there 
is inrtalled a; system of . panels which 
automatically give notice of any fire 
outbreak. 

Immediately Relayed 

This Is immediately re-transmitted 
to each station in Montreal and the 
vicinity, and there recorded. The sta- 
tion" to which eat*i. alarm corresponds 
departs to the r^^fSfcwiflagratlon. 
The system, thougii''qult« o^ 
Is nevertheless quite fool-proof,' arid in 
no case is there any occasion for mis- 
take. Two telephone, operators are sta- 
tioned at all hours and give notice of 
all alarms by telephone. 

Tills control 'rboin is about the size 
of a large auditorium and is big enough 
to contain additional apparatus if the 
city of Montreal doubles in population. 
The structure itself Is heated by a sys- 
tem of oil-burners and blowers which 
warm purified air and send it through 
ventilation shafts to the various rooms. 
The- station also generates its own 
electricity , for the apparatus, and man- 
ufactures distilled water for the bat- 
teries. . . , , .

Many.'of the observations are; there- 
fore .essentially due to this," stated Dr. 
A. V. Douglas, during an illustrated 
lecture, given to à meeUng of the 
Engtoeertog Institute on- astronomy. 

In early daiys; a certain, jgroup of 
stars supposed to be comijiased of eight 
stars, one man said he saw eleven, 
the first telescope showed thhrty-six, 
today, it is known to have thousands 
of stars. Much more useful than one 
eye for regardtog the Stars was found 
the photographic plates. The third 
method of splitttog up the star light by 
series of prisms was then mentioned. 
Direction Discerned 

Dr. Douglas explained bow not only 
the chemical composition of the stars 
we're thus obtatoed but how the direc- 
tion of other stars may be obtatoed, 
as to whether they were approaching 
or moytog away from the earth to 
space. The telescope itself was illus- 
trated by a series of slides. Eleven 
tons of maM!binety,^,çôùM^ 
adjusted' by the' hroi ^w l^e floor 
which the telescope MttKgnli -be 
raised thirty feet. ' ^fWWW^. 

Tliat Astronomy is not a separate 
science but an application of all ad- 
vanced sciences was brought put by the 
application of the prismlcal color 
scheme to the color of the elements 
In Chemistry, the Doppler effect of 
sound to that of light to order to 
measure certato movements of the 
stars and the calculations of such

the War. is in Europe now. interview- 
ing statesmen and heads of govern^ 
ments. for a scries of articles bsglnÂ 
ning next week in Tlie Literary 
Digest. The Association of College 
Editors arranged for Mr. Bell to write 
a series of articles dcaUng with the 
jjart that college fàcultles and under- 
graduates are playing hi European 
affairs. His Interview with Professor 
Gilbert Murray Is th'e first of these 
articles written exclusively for A.C.E. 

"Oi^r Peace Ballot has awakened 
Astonishing hiterest throughout Great 
Britain,^ and gives every promise of a 
complete clArlflcation of the thought 
of this country on wiiat we regard as 
the most important political question 
in the world." 

The speaker was a rather slight, 
trim-looking, hlgh-brpwed, keen-eyed, 
affable man of tiie study, Great Brit- 
ain's foremost scholar in politics. Pro- 
fessor Gilbert Murray, of Oxford, 
Chairman of the League of Nations 
Union, foiteful, brilliant, and some- 
times wltheringly càustic in debate. 
As he spoke, the Professor sat in his 
chair at the headquarters of the 
Union in London, surromided by a 
scene of great activity, men and wom- 
en almost feverishly busy with the 
màny features ot the Union's work. 

"This clarification of thought wan 
necessary,", continued the Professer. 
"It was known, to be sure, that we 
all preferred peace to war; rejected 
utterly, as a nation, the doctrine that 
war is good for people, V^e are not 
asking our cltisens thé aUurd question 
whether they . favour ' peace. But a 
number of other, relevant things were 
far from clecr, so far from clear, in- 
deed, as to be diametrically in dis- 
pute. 

"Por example, nobody could say with 
authority, whit the country really felt 
and thought about our oi>ilgatlon8 
under the Covcnent of the League, 
especially the obligation to fight for 
peace, if necessary. Eminent persons 
averred that we werV bound by all our 
obligations, emhiént persons averred 
that we were boiind ïiy none of them, 
that we were free t6iMt|asliéj

Wo have 
heard a good deal during the past few 
hectic months about freedom. A good 
deal has béen said about the loss of 
our liberties.^ ' I suppctse you men at 
once 1-éîàted' all^ of those assertions to 
yourselves and ' began to check up 
just what liberties you had lost. I 
haven't lost any myself, but perhaps 
I don't know what a liberty is. ''Our 
constitutional rights are being in- 
vaded." All sorts of stuff like that is 
being said; Origanlzations' are. spring- 
ing into being to preserve for us our 
constitutional rights and our human 
liberties. . By the way that thejf are 
preserved to us, we don't know wheth- 
« we are In' danger of losinjg them 
i^^not.' 'The' latest'' organization is 
«H^St-what is it? The Knights of Lib- 
erty or Liberty. League. And I am 
sure that bur liberties will be entirely 
safe in the hands of those gentlemen 
and their .legal retainers who have 
sprung to the defense of thosè liber- 
ties. 

But, while we, are. Oh, the subject of 
liberty, Z n^r|wa|^i is 'some- 
thing that Z am ' very • much inte^^ 
in. That part of the Oonstltutloa of 
the United , states that means most to 
me are ttie guarantees of the right 
of free speech, free press and free 
assemblage. ' I think they are in the 
Bill of Rights in the fint ten amend- 
ments. I haven't looked at the Con- 
stitution for a long time, but that is 
Itrbere they were when I last looked. 
AbA I don't think they have been de- 
leted or transplanted or amended. I 
think they are .stiU there.. , 

Z think tia ot m make the very 
biraan^ ,.]^^ emphasizing that 
.lii^t \'wjU(^'^l^^ to mean most 
to ' lis. We ignore the other rights. 
Now, X think all of those rights are 
equal Tou know a lot of newspa^Mrs, 
I think In some instaheee... Lwith 
tongues in their cheeks, purport to be 
worrying about the supposed effort 
on the part of the Administration in 
these days to abridge, the ri^t of 
freedom of the press.. As • matter of 
fact, the preaa hi the United States 
is freer than any press anywhere in 
the world, and f^ways iun Zf 
wè had the sam? law of libel here 
that they h^ivB in Great Britain, a 
good many things that are being 
printed from day to.^ ai y j wo u ld not be 
printed. "Ihith is ^nS^Mjustif icatlon 
to a libel In qreat 'Britain. It is to 
this country^ ■ 

I don't know of any one in the 
country ~ well, no, in the Govern- 
ment — (theré are some outside) who 
would restrict the right of freedom of 
the , press. X think aU of us would 
go to the furthest possible limit to 
maintain that right. 1 may say in 
passing that some times that right is 
perhaps split a little thin; Licènse is 
some times mistaken for right' But 
we needn't go into that. " 

The point 'z am trying to miaïe Is 
that there are other tights; which arc 
Just as precliwjB, Just as essential. Just 
as necessary, if we are to maintain 
our democratic institutions, , as the. 
right to à free press. 

Nowi I submit to you that there are 
verr few people ,in the United States 



autocracies ' — either an autocracy of 
the right or an autocracy of the left 
— almost overnight;: where rights of 
liberties that were supposed to be well 
established, ' which had been . fought 
for and paid for at the cost of blood 
nnd treasure for hundreds of yéàrs! 
had been swept, out of the window 
without giving themapasstag thought. 

We don't want tyranny in this 
country either of the right or of the 
left. , We dont mint communism or 
we don't mniita^akjaxA .the great- 
est assurance^'îSffi^^ef'cân have that 
we will go on our steady course, de- 
veloping our American liberties in. the 
American way, is to have a, keen. and 
tender regard at. all-times for those 
three - fundamental rights— right of 
free speech, free press, and free as- 
cemblage. 

Now, . I / would like to leave this 
thought with yoji. A majority ean al- 
ways take can of itself. Some people 
have an idea that these rights are 
meant for majorities. Majority doesnt 
nesday written word or any, written 
constitution that it may do thus and 
so. It always has, the liiherent power 
in itself to enfoite.its own win. These 
rights were intended to protect minori- 
ties, and the smaller the minority, the 
more It needs those protections.
